The overwhelming reaction in 
Lebanon and throughout the Arab World has Been against 
I the French idea, primarily on the basis that the Lebanese co- 
nflict must be solved by "the Lebanese themselves, something 
I we also think is valid and crucially important. 

But the matter brings up some painful points that must 
inot be allowed to pass by without considerable thought and 
attention. 

It has been some 13 months now since that sinister day in 
April 1975 when Phalangist troops, without provocation, 
opened fire on a busload of Palestinians in Beirut, in what 
turned out to be the first of a long string of massacres by 
many sides in the Lebanese war. The overwhelming lesson 
| to be learned from the past 13 months is that the people in 
Lebanon are much better at making war than at making 
peace. We have already stated our belief that one of the 
| obvious aims of the Lebanese war is to hit hard at the Pa- 
lestinian resistance movement, perhaps to deal it a fatal 
blow. This has not and cannot happen, as has also been 
1 seen. 

Whatever else are the aims or the motives of the warring 
factions in Lebanon, it is clear today — after 13 months of 
war and - some 20,000 dead — that the conflict has simulta- 
neously reached a degree of human savagery and political 
complexity whose combined effect points to more savagery, 
more complex demands and political stonewalling and an 
ever more* intractable situation. If anything, the warriors 
have shown that the Lebanese are unable to solve their war 
themselves, and to insist on this course in the face of its 
obvious futility' is to condemn the people in Lebanon to 
more horrors and more destruction. 

The French offer of a peace-keeping force certainly has 
| sinister, implications, as does any force from outside the 
i country, any guns and ammunition from outside the coun- 
try, and any money from outside the country. This is part 
of the Lebanese quagmire — an inability by all to reconcile 
the reality of one’s world with the dogma of one's dream 
world. 

The Lebanese may well solve their problems themselves, 

| but it would be a little bit fatuous to come to a final politi- 
cal agreement, perhaps six months of a year from now, after 
I all the Lebanese have fled their country and the nation has 
I been reduced to one big heap of smoking rubble. 

We have suggested that the French force idea — the 
concept of it, the abstract thought of such a force — should 
be considered by everybody, because it has become clear 
that the pressing need now is to turn the momentum in 
Lebanon around from war to an end of war. It will be a 
long and inevitably circuitous process by which the people 
in Lebanon work out a modus vivendi once again — and 
this is certainly their job and nobody else’s. But they have 
repeatedly shown themselves unable to do this, and if there 
is any scope for outside help, this should be considered and 
studied. 

To be sure, this is dangerous ground to tread upon. The 
idea of non -Lebanese forces and elements being introduced 
at this stage is not to be viewed lightly. But it would 
be an act of outrageous hypocricy by beings devoid of sha- 
me and honour to look at what remains of Lebanon today 
and say that the Lebanese have to sort this out by themse- 
lves without any foreign interference, after 13 months of 
utter savagery very often fueled and goaded by non-Leba- 
nese forces, primary of which we think has been the inte- 
rnational force that wishes to wipe out the Palestinian mo- 
vement as it is embodied in Lebanon. 

It is also pertinent — as we have mentioned before — 
that there is as much danger in abusing the settlement of 
the conflict in Lebanon as there has been in prolonging and 
implementing the conflict itself. It would be grotesque to 
achieve through the peace settlement what one has not been 
able to achieve through the conduct of the war. It is for 
this reason, among others, that one looks at Lebanon today 
and sees a. compelling need for some kind of framework 
within which peace can be achieved, and not one which 
would impose a peace, or be part of the final settlement 
that emerges in Lebanon. What one hopes the Lebanese 
will do is consent to an umbrella arrangement of security 
| and sanity that they themselves obviously have been una- 
ble to provide. Within this, they can go on feuding, or sit 
down and get on with their round-table ‘‘discussions as they 
wish or do not wish to do. This is their concern. What is 
not their concern alone — as was amply demonstrated in 
the bus incident 13 months ago — is the life and nationho- 
od of other human beings

New civil law 
approved 


AMMAN. — The Council of Minis- 
ters yesterday approved the new 
civil law for Jordan in accordance 
with a message sent by H.M. the 
King to the government on April 
8, 1964. 

The new law is derived from Is- 
lamic legislation and makes use of 
legislation in Arab and foreign co- 
untries to conform with the eco- 
nomic and social needs of a mo- 
dem society. 

The new law comes into effect 
as from June 16, 1976. 


AMMAN. — The sixth session 
of the Near East Plant Protection 
Commission Monday ended its 
week-long meeting here. Recom- 
mentations adopted called for in- 
creased efforts to combat disea- 
ses affecting plants and plant pr- 
oducts. improve training in the 
field in all member countries, and 
establish two centres for plant 
protection activities, one in Syria, 
the other in Sudan. 

The conferees also recommen- 
ded that all member countries sh- 
ould effectively enforce quarant- 
ine measures on agricultural exp- 
orts. 

They also called on the FAO 
director to form a group of expe- 
rts to evaluate agricultural los- 
ses, to serve as a guideline to the 
FAO’s international assistance 
programme. 

The use of airplanes to spray 
insecticides was also emphasised. 

The sixth session was attended 
by representatives from 15 me- 
mber countries.

The Arab newspapers Monday 


expressed their opinions on seve- 
ral current topics — the Jordan 
cabinet’s latest decision, Lebanon 
and the Euro-Arab dialogue me- 
etings in Luxembourg. 

Under the heading "A Develo- 
ping Stage," AI Dustour Monday 
paid tribute to last Sunday's de- 
cisions which the cabinet adopt- 
ed on the eve of the Independ- 
ence and Army Day anniversary 
— “decisions which reflected the 
Full meaning of independence, pr- 
osperity and stability.” 

The decisions included the ap- 
proval of the new civil code, abo- 
lishing the tribal courts law and 
the allocation of housing units 
For schoolteachers as a first sta- 
ge of a wide-ranging project to 
provide houses for schoolteachers 
throughout the Kingdom. 

The paper says : “The appro- 
val of the civil code, which came 
after 12 years of intensive resea- 
rch and preparation, was a step 
necessitated by economic and 


social development in the count- 
ry. The abolishing of the Tribal 
Courts Law was also a step for- 
ward enabling Jordan to join 
the progressive march of the ci- 
vilised societies.” 


On the latest developments in 
Lebanon, AI Red says Lebanon 
has become an intersection at 
which international and local inte- 
rests meet. “A simple political 
maxim says if a state governme- 
nt loses its national authority, 
over its people or over its terra- 
in, it is natural that it will turn 
into a playground in which any 
^player can practice his talents and 
methods, even if he had no right 
to do so . . ." AI Rai further exp- 
lained : “Since the beginning of 
the conflict, the people of Leba- 
non have lost their national co- 
ntrol' and have become captives of 
every power — mostly foreign 
— which supplied them with fi- 
ghting fuel; otherwise, whence 
did all these arms and money 
come?” 


The paper deplores that the 
Arab citizen cannot discern a ha- 
ppy ending for the situation in 
Lebanon... It is also regrettable 
that this beautiful country should 
turn into a battlefield in which 
the Lebanese people lose their 
lives and their future, the paper 
says. 

On the French President’s sug- 
gestion of a French intervention 
in Lebanon, AI Dustour says the 
idea was immediately welco- 
med by the Secretary General of 
the United Nations, Dr. Waldhe- 
im, and by one of the warring 
parties, but opposed by the other 
party. 

As a matter of principle, the 
paper continues, it should be sta- 
ted that any foreign interference 
in Lebanon is rejected because 
it carries the internal affairs of 
the nation to the international 
realm, with all the accompanying 
lobbying and bargaining — a de- 
velopment which is bound to 
have damaging effects on Leba- 


non, as a people and nation. On 
the other hand, AI Dustour goes 
on, the extent and the intent of 
the proposed French military in- 
tervention have not yet been re- 
vealed. WDl it be to put the situ- 
ation under control by force, or 
the despatch of only a token mi- 
litary force to Lebanon? If the 
intention is to control by force, 
it would mean occupation. But 
if the aim were a symbolic mili- 
tary presence, this can be arran- 
ged through an Arab force, with- 
out the need of foreign interve- 
ntion, the paper pointed out. 

It is time, the paper says, that 
the Arab League should take the 
matter into its own hands, by su- 
mmoning the warring political 
leaders to a meeting to reach a 
solution. 

On the same point, Suleiman 
Arar, writing in AI Rai, says we 
very well appreciate that France 
is helping the Arabs with arms 
and supporting their cases in in- 
ternational forums. But in the mea- 


ntime, we wish that France sho- 
uld maintain its respectable im- 
age in the eyes of the Arabs by 
not "squeezing itself into their 
affairs,” which, if they themse- 
lves cannot solve, would never be 
solved . . . 


“The Mediterranean Sea must 
be a free zone for its littoral sta- 
tes, and must not be violated by 
the superpower fleets — the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet in the first place . . 
Mr. Arar urges. 


Discussing the Lebanese situa- 
tion from a Syrian angle, AI Ba- 
ath of Damascus stresses that 
Syria has never changed its sta- 
nd towards the Lebanese sedition 
since its inception, but the others 
have changed to the extent that 
certain of them have tried to an- 
tagonise the world against Syria 
when it rushed to defend the Pa- 
lestinian resistance, the (Lebane- 
se) national movement and the 
Lebanese people themselves . . . 


In another ‘comer,’ AI Baath 
analysed the political consultatio- 
ns Mr. Elias Sarkis has' carried 
out since he was elected preside* 
nt. The paper describes Mr. Sar- 
kis’ dialogue with the other lea- 
ders as a serious and responsible 
beginning." but says the, outcome 
of the dialogue is bound to devo- 
lve between two alternatives : 
on one hand, Lebanese unity and 
a Lebanese Arabian that insures 
for the Palestinian resistance co- 
ntinuity of its struggle; on the 
other hand, precipitation towards 
the implementation of the sediti- 
ous designs, under the demagogic 
slogans uttered by those involved 
in the partition conspiracy . . .

Petroleum 
Industry Minister Ezzedin Mab- 
rouk said today. 

Ministers of the 13 nations be- 
longing to the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) are due to meet in Bali, 
Indonesia, on May 27 to set pri- 
ces. 

The Libyan news agency ARNA 
quoted Mr. Mabrouk as saying in 
an interview with the newspaper 
A1 Jihad that Libya was concern- 
ed for the mtematieaal economy. 

“But it is also concerned for 
the interests of its people and the 
peoples of the Third World," he 
added. “When we decide to in- 
crease oil prices, we have our 
own categorical and logical reas- 
ons. The consumer states are in- 
creasing their prices every day, 
and inflation tends to increase 
daily while our oil prices are very 
low. 

“If we had followed inflation 
since 1973-74, we would have had 
to sell at $ 18 per barrel instead 
of the present $ 12 dollars,” be 
added. 

In reply to a question on Lib- 
ya’s attitude in the event the oil 
ministers unanimously decide to 
freeze prices, Mr. Mabrouk said: 
“Each state is entitled to increa- 
se its prices individually, but we 
shall not adopt any unilateral de- 
cision in this respect” 

Mr. Mabrouk said Saudi Ara- 
bia was asking for a freeze of oil 
prices for political considerations. 

“But I believe that this is at the 
expense of its people's interests,’' 
he added. 

Mr. Mabrouk denied charges 
that Libya knew beforehand of 
the raid by guerrillas on the 
OPEC headquarters in Vienna last 
December during an oil ministers 
meeting. 

“It must be our Arm conviction 
that the Libyan Arab Republic 
is against all acts of terrorism 
he said. “Any charges made aga- 
inst us in this respect are an at- 
tempt to discredit the revolution. 

“The Libyan Arab Republic is 
completely innocent and has no- 
thing to do with this operation." 

Mr. Mabrouk also said oil pro- 
duction should be controlled so 
that output might not exceed wo- 
rld requirements. Consumer sta- 
tes in that case would not be 
able to keep stocks that would 
affect prices, he added. 

In a related development, Sau- 
di Arabian Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani arrived In 
Tehran Saturday for talks' with 
Iranian officials aimed at reconci- 
ling the Saudi and Iranian disag- 
reements over oil prices before 
the forthcoming OPEC meeting. 

Iran favours indexing oil prices 
to the price of manufactured go- 
ods exported by the consumer co- 
untries, while Saudi Arabia oppos- 
es any substantial oil price rise 
which would lead to higher pri- 
ces of these manufactured goods. 

Iran reportedly wanted any de- 
cision about oil prices to be bas- 
ed on the recommendations of a 
commission of the Organisation 
of Oil Exporting Countries, whe- 
reas Saudi Arabia was still op- 
posed to this stand. 

The OPEC commission of ex- 
perts is reported to have recom-

UAE foreign currency 
holdings at £510million 


ABU DHABI, May 24, (R). For- 
eign currency holdings of the fe- 
deral United Arab Emirates (U- 
AE) government increased by al- 
most 150 per cent to 3,570 million 
dirhams (510 million sterling) last 
year, according to UAE Minister 
of Finance, Sheikh Haxndan Ibn 
Rashid. 

He was introducing the annual 
report of the UAE Currency Bo- 
ard which showed that 76.3 per 
cent of foreign exchange holdings 
at the end of 1975 were in U.S. 
dollars, 3.1 per cent in sterling, 
9.7 per cent in Scandinavian cur- 
rencies and 6.3 per cent in other 
European currencies. 

Sheikh Hamdan told reporters 
yesterday the UAE dirham had 
remained stable in spite of the 
lack of a money market in the 
UAE. 

The Currency Board’s report 
said the large rise in foreign cur- 
rency holdings from 1,460 million 
dirhams (210 milli on sterling) at 
the end of 1974 was partly due to 
a decision by the state of Abu 
Dhabi to place an increasing pro- 
portion of its holdings with the 
central monetary authority. 

The report also showed that 
there were 39 banks with 200 br- 
anches operating in the seven 
member-states of the UAE at the 
end of 1975. 

Six other banks had been lice li- 
ed to operate in the federation 
and another 90 bank offices had 
been approved. The board has 
since said that it will not licen- 
ce any new bank expansion for 
two years. 

The report said that when the 


board was created three years 
ago, there were only 20 hanks in 
the UAE, of which 14 were fore- 
ign. 

The report also showed curren- 
cy in circulation had risen to 
746 million dirhams at the end of 
1975, compared with 506 million 
at the end of 1974 and 307 million 
at the end of 1973.

China starts refitting Migs 
with RR engines 


HONG KONG, May 24, (AFP). 
— China is in the process of re- 
fitting its Mig fighters with Bri- 
tish Rolls-Royce’s Spey Engines 
following the arrival of several 
such engines from the UJC. in the 
past few months, the South Chi- 
na Morning Post said today. 

A group of foreign visitors was 
reportedly shown an air craft 
factory “somewhere in China" 
where the Soviet-type fighter pla- 
nes were being refitted, the paper 
said. 

Also being refitted there were 
two TU-type bombers, the Post 
said, quoting its own “sources’’. 

China last year concluded a 
$210 million contract with Rolls- 
Royce for supply of Spey engines 
as well as technology to make 
them under licence. 

It is understood that a Rolls- 
Royce factory has been set up in 
Sian (in Shensi province) and is 
now in full operation with the 
help of British technicians, the 
Post said. 

The Spey already powers Bri- 


tish-made Trident airliners in ser- 
vice with the Civil Aviation Ad- 
ministration of China (CAAC).

Mach el ends 
Moscow visit 

MOSCOW, May 23, (AFP). — 
The Soviet Union and Mozambi- 
que today reaffirmed their full 
support for the liberation strug- 
gles in Zimbabwe (Rhodesia), Na- 
mibia (South-West Africa) and 
South Africa, Tass news agency 
reported. 

A joint communique issued here 
at the end of Mozambique presi- 
dent Samora MacheVs six-day 
visit to the Soviet Union pledged 
Moscow's solidarity with Mozam- 
bique. It said Mozambique had 
suffered numerous aggressions 
and provocations by the “racist 
South Africans". 

Both sides called on all peace- 
loving people to aid Angola, They 
also called for strengthening of 
international detente but said this 
could not be achieved unless the 
arms race was halted. 

The communique urged the ab- 
olition of all militaiy bases in the 
Indian Ocean, particularly the 
United States base on Diego Gar- 
cia. 


WASHINGTON, May 24, (AF- 
P). — The U.S. economy has re- 
covered faster than expected so 
far this year, but statistics for 
April incidate that the pick-up is 
slowing down a little. 

The Commerce Department has 
revised its estimates for the gr- 
oss national product (GNP). The 
real terms growth in the economy 
attained a healthy 8.5 per cent in 
the first quarter, as compared 
with the initial prediction of 7.5 
per cent. At 1967 prices, the GNP 
was at an annual figure of 
$ 1,242,000 million, which com- 
pares with $ 1,240,000 million in 
the last quarter of 1973, just be- 
fore the recession started to bite. 

Officials agree that the reces- 
sion has not been wiped out. The 
industrial output index is still 
three per cent below the best le- 
vel in 1973. At present rates of 
growth, this level will take a few 
months to reach. 

And unemployment is still high. 
After dropping quite fast for se- 
veral months, the jobless total 
levelled off at 7.5 per cent in 
April. 

The May figure wifi be issued 
in about two weeks* time, and it 
should indicate whether unemp- 
loyment is likely to stay about 
the same, or whether it will st- 
art declining again.

Problems hit the backbone of South Africa’s economy 


JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AF- 
RICA. — From even the lower 
floors of any downtown office bu- 
ilding or hotel here, one can look 
out and see great yellow mounds 
rising up like truncated pyram- 
ids on the city’s edge. 

These are the soil banks from 
the gold mines that stretch in a 
60-mile arc on both sides of Joh- 
annesburg. Gold mining is not on- 
ly South Africa’s largest single 
industry, but it is the nation’s 
largest employer and biggest sour- 
ce of foreign exchange earnings. 
When the price of gold was freed 
from the long-established ceiling 
of $ 35 an ounce two years ago. 
South Africa enjoyed an almost 
unprecedented boom. 

“It was a new bonanza for us," 
says one “Jo-Burg" resident But 
now gold faces some serious pro- 
blems flowering from conditions 
both here at borne and overseas. 

For one thing, the price of gold 
has slumped badly from the ex- 
hilarating days when gold prices' 
were released to seek their, own 
level. Then, in December, 1974, an 
ounce of gold hit $ 200. 

But by last September, the pri- 
ce had slipped to $ 125 and since 
then has moved no higher than 
$ 134 an ounce. That has naturally 
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cut into the nation's foreign ex- 
change earning capacity, just at a 
time when overseas purchases of 
such things as modern weapons 
are growing. 

At the same time, there has be- 
en a drop in gold output Last 
year, production slipped to 708 
metric tons compared with 750 
metric tons in 1974, which realis- 
ed some $ 3.8 billion for this 
country. The production drop was 
paign by mining companies to go 
after lower grades of ore. 

Mining reserves previously on- 
ly marginal in value became eco- 
nomically feasible to work when 
world prices were at record highs. 
Even some bandoned old mines 
triggered, in the main, by a cam- 
were brought back into produc- 
tion. 

These mines naturally yielded 
smaller amounts of gold for the 
immense tonnages of ore that 
had to be extracted and milled. 
That was, however, fully accepta- 
ble as long as top prices prevail- 
ed. * 

But just about the time these 
mines came back on stream, pri- 
ces slipped. So mining companies 
ended up processing ore that cost 
more to work yet sold for less. 

To compound the industry’s pro- 
blems, the world oil crisis set off 
inflation that is still ■ running at 
about 15 per cent a year here. 
Working costs per ton of ore mil- 
led rose by more than 25 per 
cent almost overnight. 

Along with higher supply costs, 
mining companies saw the cost of 
their unskilled but vital black lab- 
our force take unprecedented in- 
creases. 

In early 1973, for example, the 
minimum starting wage for a new- 
ly hired black miner going under- 
ground was only about 72 cents a 


day. In May that year, the mini- 
mum went to 94 cents. Three more 
substantial wage increases follow- 
ed until the present minimum of 
•$ 2.45 a day was reached, or ab- 
out $ 100 a month. 

And it is fully expected that an- 
other round of wage increases 
will be granted by the middle of 
this year. Mine workers are also 
provided housing, meals, medi- 
cal care, and transportation to 
and from their home l a nds by their 
employers. 

While overhead costs continue 
to increase, mining companies 
have to worry about their labour 
supply. Although South Africa 
has a black population in excess 
of 15 milli on, mining companies 
historically have had to recruit 
the bulk of the workers needed 
from other African countries. 

In fact, wages from South Afri- 
ca constitute the major source of 
income for several neighbouring 
nations which are otherwise cri- 
tical of this country. 

Part of the reason why South 
Africa’s own blacks eschew mine 
employment is a traditional aver- 
sion among some blacks to work- 
ing underground. Not more than' 
a handful of Zulus, for example, 
are employed by mining compan- 
ies and then they will only work 
above ground. 

Along with the cultural avers- 
ion to mine employment. South 
Africa’s own blacks have the ch- 
oice of working in other indus- 
tries in this country. 

"The urban black of South Afri- 
ca is better educated than the 
rural villager from adjoining co- 
untries and prefers even menial 
tasks in the city to working in 
a mine,” says a company official. 
As working conditions and wages 
im prove, the industry hopes to lu- 


re more South African blacks into 
its ranks. 

In the meantime. South Africa 
continues to produce 76 per cent 
of the free world’s gold. That do- 
minance is expected to continue 
although periodic sales by the So- 
viet Union almost automatically 
worry the international gold mar- 
kets and push prices down, in the 
fear that large quantities of So- 
viet gold will be “dumped” on the 
market 

So far that hasn’t happened. 
But even Communist China is in 
the arena. It sold some gold this 
year to help pay for grain imports. 
Even though the amount released 
was small, it was enough to set 
prices fluttering downward. 

Officials of the South African 
Chamber of Mines, an association 
of the seven major mining com- 
panies, concede that their indus- 
try must adapt quickly in order to 
meet the considerable challenges. 

A 10-year-long programme is 
under way, for example, to me- 
chanise underground production. 
Unlike veins of coal which may be 
thick and wide, gold may be in 
veins the width of a pencil. 

At their largest, they are only 
six feet deep. As a result, im- 
mense quantities of ore must be 
extracted and processed to get just 
a fraction of an ounce of gold. 

Radical new equipment is being 
designed and tested to do the job 
more efficiently and with greater 
safety than presently. 

Mine shafts are also going de- 
eper and deeper. Many are already 
down around two miles and at the 
Western Deep Level at the Far 
West Rand section, some 40 miles 
west of Johannesburg, one shaft 
has been sunk to the 14,000-foot 
level 


• TEHRAN, (R). — Iran’s non- 
oil revenues increased last year 
to make up 21 per cent of the na- 
tional budget, finance and Eco- 
nomy Minister Hushang Ansari 
said Sunday. 

Revenue from oil sources drop- 
ped to 79 per cent compared with 
the previous year’s figure of 86.4 
per cent. Mr. Ansari said the go- 
vernment aimed to stabilise the 
national budget, with oil and non- 
oil sources each producing 50 per 
cent of the revenue within 10 
years.

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UNCTAD still split over 
vital issues 


NAIROBI, May 24 (R) — The 

United Nations Conference on 
Trade and Development (UNCT- 
AD) is still deadlocked on the 
vital commodities issue, and mi- 
ght not agree before .it ends on 
Friday, a conference official said 
today. 

Hie director of UNCTAD's co- 
mmodities division, Mr. Bernard 
Chidzero, said industrialised and 
developing countries were divid- 
ed over the Third World's dema- 
nds for a common fund to fina- 
nce commodity buffer stocks. 

He told a news conference 
"everybody is somewhat despera- 
te, the problems are so vast, and 
there is only four days to go. We 
might leave Nairobi empty-han- 
ded.” 

- But Mr. Chidzero added that 
even at this late stage, there was 
still the possibility of a break- 
through, although it would requ- 
ire a great deal of imagination 
and determination. 

The conference meanwhile bu- 
ckled down to a long negotiating 
day, with meetings scheduled as 
late as midnight. 

Mr. Chidzero — who comes 
from Rhodesia but has a Zambian 
passport — said : “It would be 
a tragedy if all we came up with 
was a repetition of empty proce- 
dural resolutions, charters, and 
declarations.” 

"I think the world needs pur- 
poseful decisions, a new deal on 
commodities.” 

The common fund is at the 
core of the integrated prog ram me 
backed by the developing count- 
ries which aims to stabilise com- 
modity markets, and ensure that 
prices are fair to producers and 
consumers alike. 

The furthest most industrial 
countries appear likely to go to 
satisfy the Third World is to ex- 
press willingness to study the 
common fund idea if it begins to 
look useful. 

But first, the rich nations wa- 
nt negotiations to be launched on 
an agreed list of commodities. 

Mr. Chidzero said today he 
did not think meaningful decisi- 


ons could be reached on commo- 
dities until there was a consens- 
us on the common fund. 

The Nairobi conference should 
produce agreement on the fund, 
or a commitment in principle and 
a readiness to negotiate. 


Mr. Chidzero said he hesitated 
to say what the consequences of 
failure would be. “We would have 
lost an immense opportunity to 
bring consumers and producers 
together.” 

He said 16 countries had so 
far declared readiness to contri- 
bute to the fund, and four — 
the Philipp in es, Yugoslavia, Nor- 
way and India — had pledged a 
total of 130 million dollars. More 
were likely to be added to the 
list in a few hours.

LONDON MARKET REPORT 


VATICAN CITY, May 23 (AFP). - 
The Vatican Radio today rejected 
charges by Italian politicians and 
the press that Pope Paul VI had 
interfered in the nation's political 
life by calling on catholics to op- 
pose the Co mmuni st Party. 

"Only one who retains the con- 
ception of an absolute ethical sta- 
te can see and invent politics whe- 
re only religion and morality exist . 
Only such a person can interpret 
the Pope’s exhortation to Italian 
Catholics as interference by a fo- 
reign power — the Vatican — in 
the domain of national soverei- 
gnty,” the radio station said. 

It also criticised those whoe 
“assume the right to invade areas 
of religion and morals, which ac- 
cording to divine law, belong to 
the church, and tell the church 
how it ought to behave.” 

Pope Paul himself, addressing 
10,000 people in Saint Peter's 
Square, made no reference today 
to the Italian political situation. 
Observers believed he might have 
replied to criticism of his speech 
on Friday before the 13th assem- 
bly of Italian bishops, in which he 
appealed ta Catholics to vote for 
Christian Democrats in next 
month's Italian election and firmly 
to oppose Communism. 

Many newspapers continued to 
criticize the Pope on their front 
pages today. 

The Pontiffs comments provo- 
ked energetic reactions from ma- 
ny of the major figures of the 
campaign.
